-—The United States and the So- 
‘viet Union .taday initialed in 


Moscow the final draft of the 
treaty to control nuclear explo- 
‘sions for peaceful purposes, 8. 
State Department official said. 

Ambassador Walter Stoessel jr. 
initialed the agreement on be- 
half of the United States. Igor 
Morokhov. chairman of the So- 
viet delegation that negotiated 
the treaty, initialed ib en behalf 
of the Soviet Union. 

_President Ford, however, has 
delayed the scheduled signing of 
the treaty because of the pressure 
of the forthcoming Michigan pri- 
mary, government sources said 
today. 

U.S. and Soviet officials had 
worked out simultaneous cere- 
monies to be held in Washington 
and Moscow tomorrow. But Mr. 
Ford’s advisers convinced him 
that it would be politically dam- 
aging for the President to sign 
a treaty with the Russians less 
than 8 week before the crucial 
Michigan primary. 

Mr. Ford's opponent for the 
Republican presidential namina- 
tion, former California Gov. Ron- 
ald Reagan, has attacked the 
President for allegedly surrender- 
ing U.S. power to the Russians 
din the name of détente. 


Important Event 

The signing situation developed 
when the Soviet Foreign Minis- 
try told U.S, reporters in Mos- 
cow to be prepared for “an im- 
portant event” tomorrow.

MADRID, May 12 CUPI.— 
Spanish regime conservatives 
have launched an attack against 
the reforms planned by the gov- 
ernment and warned that King 
Juan Carlos must not become , 
involved in politics. 

The attack was made in a 
letter to Premier Carlos Ariss 
Navarro that was released today. 
It was signed by 126 rightist

‘Francisco Franco and four mem- 


bers of the Council of the Realm, 
the King's supreme advisory 
body. The 126 members repre-

The letter accused the govern- 
ment of drawing up legislation 
for granting political freedoms 
before solving constitutional 


questions and of pressuring par-

The envelope containing the 
document also held a small, 
handwritten note asking that the 
Purported will “be mail [sic] 30 
days after my demise.” It was 
Signed Howard R. Hughes. 

A court clerk said she turned 
the unopened envelope over to 
Summa executive Jim Cullen. It 
was later filed at the courthouse 
by William Morse, a Nevada at- 
tormey for Summa, and Wayne 
Williams, 2 trust officer of the 
First National Bank of Nevada, 
Mr. Hughes's. temporary estate 
administrator in Nevada, 

Distribution of the estimated 
$1.5 billion to $2.5 billion estate 
Was earmarked as follows in the 
new will: 

“First: To all my blood 
relatives I leave one-twelfth of 
my estate, 

“Second: To Hughes Medical 
Institute of Miami, Fla., I leave 
one-sixth of all my assets. 

“Third: One-sixth of my 
estate to be divided among the 
University of Nevada and the 
University of California. 

“Fourth: One-sixth of my 
estate to be divided among the 
Universities of Texas and the 
University of Mexico City, Mex. 

“Fifth:  One-twelith of my 
estate to be divided among the 
blind and homeless children of 
America and to the ones with 
Medical needs, 

“Sixth: Oneé-sixth of all my

Police Establish 


Paris Shootings 


PARIS, May 12 (AP).—Police 
ballistics experts established links 
today between the killing of Bo- 
livia's ambassador to France and 
an attack here last year on a 
Spanish Embassy official, but 
reported no further headway in 
identifying avengers calling them- 
selves the “Che Guevara Inter- 
national Brigade.” 

The brigade claimed responsibil- 
ity for killing the ambassador. 
Gen. Joaquin Zenteno Anaya, and 
said that a comparison with the 
bullets used to severely wound 
Capt. Bartéleme Garcia Plata- 
Valle, & Spanish military attache, 
last October would clearly show 
it took direct action to Keep 
France from becoming “a dic~ 
tator’s garbage pail.” 

Police said tests performed on 
the bullets determined that they 
came from the same production 
series and had elosely related 
serial numbers. Further tests 
would be needed, they said, to 
indicate if the same gun was used 
in both attacks. 

Police sources reported that 
searches of homes of French 
leftist extremists and Latin Amer- 
ican residents of Paris produced 
only insignificant details and 
that conflicting descriptions made 
it difficult to draw up composite 
portraits of the two men the 
police believe were involved in 
the attack.

U.S. Government Fails to Protect 
Its Computers, Investigators Say 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP). 
—Many of the federal govern- 
ment'’s 9,000 computers are it- 
- sufficiently protected against 
sabotage, vandalism, terrorism 
or natural disasters, congression- 
al auditors said this week. 


The General Accounting Of- 
fice said it found Jax security 
practices at 2 number of federal 
computer installations checked 
by its investigators. 

Such practices make the instal- 
lations susceptible to “losses 
caused by bombings. fires, floods, 
frauds, thefts, embeszlements and 
human errors,” said the GAO, 
an investigatory wing of Con- 
gress, 

Chairman Abraham Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., of the Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee, said 
hhe has directed a staff investiga 
tion into computers secusity 
problems cited in the GAO study.

Water-Radiation Standards 


Disputed by 2 U.S. Agencies 


By Thomas O'Toole 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (WP. 
—The government agencies that 
develop atomic emergy and 
regulate the environment are 
battling over the radiation stan- 
dards the United States ought to 
have for its drinking water. 

The Energy Research and De- 
velopment Administration wants 
to keep radiation standards on 
air and water where they are, 
while the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency is pushing for 
stricter standards, despite lack 
of evidence of radiation-in-water 
problems in the United States, 

The dispute has been simmer- 
ing for six months, but recently 
escalated into open warfare. So 
wide has the split on drinking 
water standards become that the 
‘White House hes been called in 
to act as umpire. 

Radiation in Water 

The ERDA has suggested there 
be no change in the radiation 
standards, which today allow 
People to be exposed to a maxi- 
mum of 500 millirem a year over 
the normal amount of back- 
ground radiation they receive, 
The EPA wants a much lower 
exposure, starting with the water 
Americans drink, It wants 
standards allowing no more than 
4 millirem a year in the water. 

Human exposure to radiation 
is measured in units called rem, 
for roentgen ~ equivalent - man. 
Most doses are measured in 
terms of a millirem. 

People receive radiation from 


Clements in the 
earth's crust and the cosmic and 
ultraviolet rays that bombard 
the earth from space and the 
sun. 

The average annual dose in the 
United States from all these 
sources is 180 milirem. 

‘The major exposures from man- 
made radiation are incurred 
medically, mostly from diagnostic 
X-rays and flucroscopics thet use 
contimnous X-rays to photograph 
internal body movements, - The 
average per-capita dose from 
medical sources is about 70 mil-~ 
lirem @ year.

To Get on Tennis Court

RAMAT HASHARON, Israel (NYT? -—Eight months ago it was 
ἃ strawberry patch. Today, thanks to the efforts of four American 
‘tennis addicts who also share an addiction {or Istael, it is the finest 


new sports facility in the country. 


Where once the strawberries grew less ‘than a mile from the 
Mediterranean coast, there are now 13 Kelly-green composition tennis 
courts, a stadium seating 1500 and ἃ small clubhouse. The goal is 
20 courts and a 5,500-seat stadium to be ready for the 1977 Maccabiah 


Games—all at a-cost of $3 million. 


The Israel Tennis Center, ὃ project of the United States Sports 
Conunfttee for Israel, is unusual in this country. Tt 46 a free, 
nonprofit, public facility designed primarity for young players. In 


contrast to private clubs here and abroad, school-age

The Baptists 
have quietly and rapidly spread far beyond the Southern and Border 
States where they long had their main concentration. All 50 states 
now have Baptists who are aligned with the loose confederation 
known as the Southern Baptist Convention. 


Furthermore, those calling themselves Southern Baptists ᾿ now | 
include hundreds of thousands of- blacks, Chicanos, Orientals, eat 


Indians and ethnic whites who have never been south of the Mason- 


Dison Line except to take the sun. 
Even the 12.7 million members of Southern Baptist Convention 
churches are less than half the story.

Now, the 
ranks have been expanded by the likes of Jimmy Carter, the Georgia 
Democrat and presidential candidate. 

‘The fastest growing of the Baptist churches are those associated 
with—but not amswerable to, because each church is governed 
autonomously—the Southern Baptist Convention. .That is the group 
that broke away from the Northern Baptists over slavery in 1645. 

After 8. slump during the 1960s, the Southern Baptists have begun 
to grow rapidly again. 

‘Long known for rigidity an moral and racie! jasues, the South- 
ern Baptists are now beginning to edge toward the more tolerant 
positions of other Christian bodies. 


One reason seems to be affluence. Baptisis are among the most 


visible of the upwardly mobile Americans, possibly because of their 
devotion to hard work. 


Some big-city Baptist churches have now become so sophisticated ἡ 


that a few church leaders are worried about the denomination losing 
its vitality. 

Most Baptist ministers stiil denounce qajcohol and marijuana, 
bat some have come to view even those drugs more in social than 
moral terms. 
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
